Even Republicans will be glad to know 


that the unfortunate Democratic pariy claims 
to have a candidate for Sheriff. 
That the 


Democrats profess lo believe t!mtllhey have 
a winner is all the better, for it will serve to 
put a little more life into what would other- 
wise he a very slow campaign. The gentle- 
man who will take up tbe fight for the office 
of Sheriff is W. Harry Smith, High Constable 
of Doylestown and lipstuff of the court. Mr. 
Smith would hardly be able to secure a nom- 
ination of this character were it not for the 
fact that things arc in such veiy bad shape 
with his party, but he has shown consider- 
able ability as a ward politician, and has 
quite a following in Doylestown borough. It 
is said that Smith feels that he has a win- 
ning cl.ance, viewing the situation this far 
ahead. 
If be concludes<to stay iu the race 


he will make quite an aggressive canvass, 
arid devote his attention to capturing what 
his friends describe as the "floating vote" of 
the county. They claim that by assiduous 
labor and the expenditure ot some money 
the Doylestown Constable can make it quite 
interesling for his opponent. There is no 
doubt but that Mr Smith could get up 
pretty good gait in Doylcstown borough on 
the lines suggested, but when it comes to the 
whole county things would be different.

The carpet weavers of Philadelphia ore in 


a stale of dissatisfaction because the rate of 
wages has not been restored by the amount 
it was reduced when the Wilson tariff act 
was passed. 


The Philadelphia Ledger says: The car- 


pet trade at present ig prosperous, having 
not only the stimulus ot the Dingley tariff, 
but a special advantage derived from the 
imposition of a high rate of duty upon Chi- 
nese mattings that would serve housekeepers 
as a substitute for the inferior grades of car- 
pet. Certain manufacturers appear willing 
to concede to labor its fair proportion of the 
profits which prosperity secures to the trade. 
But other mill operators display less justice, 
and hence the unrest among the toilers. 


If a protective tariff does not operate to 


the benefit of the workman, to secure him 
employment at a fair day's pay, what justi- 
fication is there for it ? If the schedule be 
so high as to ensure the manufacturer the 
home market*, the revenue to the Govern- 
ment upon imports is curtailed or destroyed. 
But the basic principle of the protective 
policy is to safeguard American labor, to en- 
able the employer to remunerate his work- 
ing people on a scale that will permit them 
to live in the decent, respectable way that 
is characteristic of the ideal American home. 
No one will deny to the manufacturer his 
just share of the profits, but he is morally 
bound to award labor its just recompense. 
The ostensible reason for the higher rates of 
the Dingley act was that labor might be pro- 
tected against the ruinous petition of foreign- 
ers. 
With the quickened activity of the 


mills and the enhancement of profits to the 
manufacturer, the workers are amply war- 
ranted in calling for a tull restoration of the 
wage rate to the figures that prevailed before 
the enactment of the Wilson bill. 


Last Friday's North American contained a 


scalding editorial comment upon the life, 
escapades and marriages of Lily Langtry. 
In part the North American said: 


She is 11 failure, if ever there was one. 


Nature gnve her beauty ana talents, and 
fortune brought her a husband who loved 
her. Had she been a woman of chastity and 
heart she could have lived happily and in- 
offensively. 
But vanity led her into ex- 


travagance anil conduct which robbed her of 
reputation and her home. The notoriety 
that would have crushed a sensitive woman 
she took into the market and sold. 
Her 


infamy its the favorite of the Prince and 
her beauty brought her great sums of money, 
any one dollar of which would be more 
loathsome than a siiake to a woman capable 
of shame. She preyed upon young men and 
old men, willingly associating herself for 
gain with a brute like 'Squire Abington, who 
beat her, and for gain with better men for 
whose adoration she caied nothing. No 
pawnbroker, no bookmaker of the race track, 
oas be more mercenary than Mrs. Langtry. 
Clear-headed, cold-hearted, insensible to 
scorn, she has lived for money, resolutely 
gathering it in while living a seemingly dis- 
sipated life. Others around her might empty 
their purses—she filled hers; otheis might 
wreck their health—she look prudent guard 
of her own. Nothing swerved her from her 
purpose to bo riob, and to get out of exist- 
ence all that money can buy for the gratifi- 
cation of her wholly material tastes. 
Her 


husband died in a madhouse ; she eeut him 
flowers, and appeared at lie races. But 
even the Prince of Wales, who has had the 
courage to send her congratulations on the 
capture of her latest victim, could not force 
her again upon English society. That society 
is not squeamish, but it drew the liue at Mrs. 
Langtry.

"I feel that I am competent to speak of his 
abilities and strong personal qualities. He 
was a close and industrious student and 
ranked high in his class.

He is a 
ready, interesting and captivating public 
speaker and seems to know just what to say 
on every occasion. Ilis letter declining the 
colonelcy of the Tenth Regiment has been 
generally commended as indicating the high 
character of the n.an and his devotion to the 
memory of hi" old commander. When his 
work in the Philippines shall be reviewed, it 
will be found that Colonel Burnett's records 
will be fully up to the standard, which lias 
made the 'Fighting Tenth' famous for brav- 
ery in action.

THE MONSTER OCTOPUS. 


It* Method* at Cn<chlne and DUpOi- 


tnf of I<« Food. 


Never before has it fallen to my lot to 


we the tarrlble monster we encountered 
on the pusgagj! from San Francisco to- 
wnrd Naimimo in the bark Willseott of 
Honolulu. 


We knew that the octopus grew to an 


immense uize, (is Banks and Solander, 
who accompanied Cupta n Cook In his 
first voyage around the world, found the 
dead rarrnu of one floating on the water 
to the westward of Cape Horn. It was 
supposed to be 20 by 80 feet, the body 
only. The tentacles were hanging under 
water. It was surrounded by myriads of 
birds; which were feeding greedily on its 
remains. Pliny also mentions a similar 
n onst«r having eight arms 30 feet long 
and a corresponding girth, and many oth- 
er writers too numerous to mention have 
certified to its actual existence. But I 
did not believe that anything similar to 
the terrible "devilfish" described by Vic- 
tor Hugo wns really in existence until I 
had ooulnr demonstration of the fact on 
this passage.

Its eye* were large, of a greenish tint 


and somewhat protruding. 
Its mouth, 


howwer, was not so very large, and it 
appeared to be shaped like a parrot's bill. 
Its tentacle* were tapering and, like its 
body, of a grayish color, covered with 
spots. It appeared to possens the chnme- 
Iconllke power of changing the color of 
these spots in a most extraordinary man- 
ner as fftst as the eye could detect the 
changes. They varied from a very rich 
crimson to a dark, dull brown, those 
changes no doubt indicating the high 
state of excitement under which the crea- 
ture was at the time. 


Suddenly the octopus discharged a huge 


jet of a dark colored fluid full into the 
eyes of the sunfish, and then, rushing for- 
ward with the rapidity of an arrow, it 
encircled its prey with the long tentacles, 
and in another moment the victor and 
the vanquished had disappeared below 
the surface of the water. 


In a few moments more we had Bailed 


right over the scene and fouud the water 
was colored almost black for a space of 
fully 200 feet in diameter, and we noticed 
an odor slightly resembling iodine rising 
from the water.

Moreover, you do not walk 
straight ahead, but in a little circle of 
two or three yards diameter. Yon tramp 
wildly and steadily on, seeing nothhig 
and not suffering actual pain, hut witt 
all your nerves on fire and your brain 
spinning. You do not stop walking till 
you drop dead in your tracks. 
The ex- 


treme vitality Is kept up till the last mo- 
ment. 
Some of the Indians have a way 


of dosing tliMr captives w;.h this drug, 
sitting around the victim while he walks. 


The other drug is a European product 


called "viuard" and also acts on the 
brain. 
A common result of this drug 


when t liken in any quantity is to cause 
an inhime desire—in an educated man, at 
nny rate—to do sums. 
It develops the 


arithmetical powers to a wonderful ex- 
tent, though only for a short time. The 
victim's chief desire is to get hold of 
pencil and paper, and once this is done 
he scribbles figures, sometimes making 
attempts at adding them up, but never 
getting them right. Presently the figures 
become mere scrawls, and the usual re- 
sult is death or insanity. It is well known 
to men of science and is used in some 
kinds of medicine by homeopathists.—
